Your Board of Directors 


e structure, function and sub-com- 
mittee duties of the Board of Direc- 
tors of the Chicago Dental Society 

were the subjects of a talk at the recent 
Branch Officers and Correspondents Con- 
ference and since they are the very back- 
bone of the Society’s administration we 
have outlined them here as items of inter- 
est to our entire membership. 

The Board of Directors runs the Soci- 
ety. It is stated in Section 1 of Article 
XV of the By-laws that “The board of 
directors shall be the governing body of 
this Society” and the Board is just ex- 
actly that. It further states that the 
Board shall, for the Society, “manage its 
affairs, conduct its business, control the 
disbursement of its funds and provide its 
corporate seal.” This last function is 
quite simple and easy. None of the others 
can, save in the darkest moments of exas- 
perated sarcasm, be so designated. They 
are complicated duties the performance 
of which demands involved study, pain- 
fully gathered experience in administra- 
tive techniques and affairs, the sacrifice 
of time from the practice of dentistry 
in the daytime and from home for many 
night meetings and the ever-present grind 
of responsibility. 

Section 1 continues, inexorably, listing 
that the Board must select a bonding 
company and see that the employees 
and officers are duly bonded and that it 
must select a certified public accountant 
to audit annually the books and records 


of the Society. This latter is a primary 
duty of the Finance Committee of the 
Board but is a job that every member 
takes part in as the recommendations of 
the Finance Committee come before the 
entire Board for review and action. We 
have employed one of the finest LaSalle 
Street firms of auditors for several years 
now and have installed a modern and 
up-to-date accounting system to record 
the Society’s financial affairs. The annual 
audit takes about two weeks to complete 
and is made during the first part of June 
each year as the Society’s financial year 
closes May 31st. Upon the completion of 
the audit the Finance Committee meets 
with the officers and a detailed review 
of the audit figures is made. Sometimes a 
second meeting is necessary due to the 
mass of detail involved. Upon comple- 
tion of the review of the past year’s 
operations the Finance Committee for- 
mulates a budget to guide the operation 
of the Society for the ensuing year. Ex- 
perience and foresight are prime requi- 
sites in this undertaking and it is a tribute 
to the Finance Committee that it achieves 
a high degree of fidelity to the budget 
consistently year after year. Throughout 
the year the Finance Committee reviews 
all expenditures and examines all of the 
vouchers for moneys expended and scruti- 
nizes all bills, recommending their pay- 
ment or non-payment to the Board. All 
checks drawn by the Society must be 
signed by the Treasurer and counter- 
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signed by either the President or the 
Secretary. 

This year the Finance Committee 
chairman is Ernest Goldhorn and the 
members of the committee are Wayne 
Fisher, Clarence Hanson, Earl Elman 
and the Treasurer, Harold Hayes. The 
books, records, audits, vouchers, paid bills 
and all other related items are open to 
scrutiny by any member of the Society. 

The Board is further responsible for 
designating the “depository or deposi- 
tories for the funds of this Society.” We 
have maintained an account with the 
Continental Illinois National Bank, and 
before that with one of the banks that 
merged with others to form the Conti- 
nental, for thirty-five years and our officers 
were recently the guests of the officers of 
the Continental to signalize this mile- 
stone. 

The Board also “determines and con- 
trols the investment of the Society’s 
money and securities.” Past and present 
Boards, primarily cognizant of the re- 
sponsibility to our members to conserve 
the funds of the Society intact, have seen 
to it that such funds have been invested 
only in the highest type of security. 

Another function of the Board is to 
determine the number and territorial 
boundaries of the several branch societies 
and the downtown district, subject to the 
approval of the membership. The written 
description of the boundaries is detailed 
and definite and is set forth graphically 
on a large scale wall map in the central 
office. 

Another function of the Board is to 
pass on all disputes between branch soci- 
eties (fortunately no civil wars have 
flared up of note) and another is to 
appoint the various committees of the 
Society. This latter function is carried 
out with meticulous attention to achiev- 
ing proper representation for each branch 
on the Committees of the Society. Each 
spring a census of each branch is taken 
and the number of committeemen from 
each branch is in direct proportion to the 
part of the entire membership that that 
particular branch’s membership consti- 
tutes. On the majority of our committees 


one-third of the members change each 
year and enough latitude exists to effect 
the proper shifting of representation. 
Our membership has been gradually in- 
creasing year by year. 

The Board also passes upon all appli- 
cations for membership, resignations of 
officers and members, acts upon ethical 
problems submitted by the Committee 
on Ethics, interprets the Code of Ethics, 
and suspends or expels any member found 
guilty of violation of the Code of Ethics. 

The Board meets regularly every 
month with the exception of July and 
August but special meetings may be 
called in those months or at any time the 
necessity arises. Last year several special 
meetings were necessary and to date this 
year (since the first of June, that is) one 
special meeting has been held. 

Other Board committees are, first, the 
Miscellaneous Business Committee. This 
Committee bears the brunt of screening 
new ideas, suggestions for change, ana- 
lyzing business proposals and other de- 
partures from routine business. For exam- 
ple, when the recently adopted Dental 
Budget Plan first became a definite object 
of serious conjecture by the Board, the 
Miscellaneous Business Committee was 
delegated to carry on a study of the 
proposals of the Dental Budget Plan 
Commission and report upon them to the 
Board. Olan B. Kibler is Chairman of 
the Miscellaneous Business Committee 
and its members are Earl Elman and 
Neil Kingston. 

The Prosthetic Service Committee is 
essentially a Board Committee although 
its Chairman and one other member are 
not active Board members. With five 
members, however, the majority of the 
Committee are active Directors. This 
committee is one of the busiest and most 
important committees handling any of 
the exterior relationships of the Society 
as it deals with representatives of the 
ethical dental laboratories. These allies 
of ours in the fight against the adver- 
tising laboratories consistently cooperate 
wholeheartedly with us and the liaison 
groups probably meet oftener and take

FLUORIDATION PROGRAM 
GETS GREEN LIGHT 


Mayor Daley has reordered the city 
water supply fluoridated after such action 
was delayed until it was determined 
whether or not it should be made a sub- 
ject for public referendum as recom- 
mended to the State legislature by the 
city council. A bill for such a referendum 
was prepared and passed by the House 
and Senate but was vetoed by Governor 
Stratton with the comment that health 
measures should come from health pro- 
fessions and health agencies. We are 
grateful to Governor Stratton for his 
action and to Mayor Daley for setting 
the program into motion and thereby 
assuring the people of Chicago a greater 
chance for good teeth in the battle 
against man’s most prevalent disease, 
dental caries. 


ANNOUNCEMENT FROM 
MICHAEL REESE HOSPITAL 


The Michael Reese Hospital Dental 
Department will start its 1955-1956 series 
of courses in September with a one day 
course on Periodontia by members of the 
hospital staff and the faculty of the 
University of Illinois. The series will be 
given by members of the staff and outside 
guest lecturers and cover the various 
specialties of dentistry as they relate to 
office practice and office procedures. All 
courses are free to staff members, but 
there will be provision whereby practic- 
ing dentists may enroll. Details will be 
announced later. 


The dental department of the hospital . 


is a consultation and service department 
that works in conjunction with the med- 
ical departments in treating both in-pa- 
tients and out-patients. Routine dental 
care is provided for all service in-patients 
as well as all patients seen in the out- 
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patient clinic. The various specialty serv- 
ices are provided by the periodontia, 
pedodontia and orthodontia staffs. There 
is close cooperation with the maxillo- 
facial department of the hospital. 

The care of children is of major im- 
portance and much importance is given 
to the children of Sarah Morris Hospital, 
the Psychosomatic and Psychiatric Insti- 
tute and the handicapped children of 
the hospital’s Cerebral Palsy Program. 
Hospitalization is available for those chil- 
dren requiring dental care under general 
anesthesia. 

Care is given to all in-patients unable 
to leave the bed by means of a mobile 
unit which unfolds into a bedside office 
with everything to provide full dental 
care. 

Due to recent expansion of depart- 
mental activities, applications for a few 
more staff appointments will be consid- 
ered in the near future. If interested 
apply to Dr. M. Levine, Medical 
Director.

part in more formal and informal dis- 
cussion than any other committee or sub- 
committee in the Society. Robert Kreiner 
is currently Chairman of the Prosthetic 
Service Committee and its other non- 
board member is Lloyd Bettenhausen. 
Director members are Wayne Fisher, 
Ben Davidson and Neil Kingston. 

The Midwinter Meeting Affairs Com- 
mittee is headed annually by the Pres- 
ident-elect so this year Edward Luebke 
has this responsibility aided by L. W. M. 
Hughes, Harold Hayes, Walter Dundon 
and G. W. Solfronk, all officers of the 
Society. This committee manages the 
Midwinter Meeting in a supervisory ca- 
pacity reviewing the plans and proce- 
dures of all of the various Midwinter 
Meeting committees as reported to it by 
the General Chairman. 

The Committee on Committees han- 
dles the recommendations and affairs of 
the various Society committees whenever 
their operation comes within the active 
purview of the Board. In many instances 
the actions of a committee or its recom- 
mendations can only be realized through 
Board action. An example, and a very 
important operation, of this type of thing 
is the activity of the Relief Committee. 
The willingness of the Society to grant 
relief money to worthy recipients thereof 
is exceeded in earnestness only by its 
unremitting vigilance to be certain that 
no unworthy person is granted relief. 
The most detailed scrutiny is accorded 
every relief application or renewal for 
relief. Walter Kelly is the Chairman of 
the Committee on Committees and its 
members are Ben Davidson and Clarence 
Hanson. 

The Insurance Committee is another 
committee with ex-Board-member mem- 


bers. A. J. Sells who headed the commit- 
tee last year was held over for a repeat 
engagement on the basis of his great in- 
terest and excellent job in 1954-55. Other 
members of the committee are William 
Vopata (the other ex-director), Walter 
Kelly and Olan Kibler. This committee 
reviews all the insurance affairs of the 
Society, considers suggested changes in 
our policies and coverages and makes 
detailed surveys of new insurance features 
from which our membership might bene- 
fit. An example of their work is the 
recently presented Catastrophe Hospital 
and Nurse Coverage available through 
our insurers’ brokers, Huntington and 
Homer. This is absolutely the last word 
in good insurance coverage and mem- 
bers of this Society should be proud that 
their Insurance Committee studied the 
available plans for over a year and then 
went ahead and selected one that com- 
prised the best features of all the plans 
there are. 

The foregoing is a resumé, a little- 
finger-nail vignette of what your Board 
of Directors is and does. A book wouldn’t 
begin to cover the details these men 
study. In fact, the minutes which are a 
bare factual outline of motions considered 
for one year fill a large three-ring note- 
book to bursting. The officers of the 
Society form an executive committee in 
carrying out the Board’s orders and to- 
gether with the elected directors consti- 
tute a thirteen-man governing body that 
manages the Society for all of us. The 
sacrifice in time, money and effort made 
through three years is incalculable and 
often, too often, the slings and arrows 
of outrageous criticism received far out- 
weigh the expressions of appreciation. 
They make a great and good contribution 
to the advancement of organized den- 
tistry and they deserve our praise and our
